METHODIST CONFERENCE. 

Rev. Mr. Wadiuan Thinks Preachers 
Should be University Men. 



Itev. SI r. Bowell says a Collegiate Course Can- 
not Put Brains in u Man— Rev, Jlr. Pierre 
Makes tin Appeal for the Indian- Five Hun- 
dred Dollars Raised for a Training School 
at Port Simpson.

NEwWBSTMiNS'X'BB,Mtiy 11. — The mis- 
sionary conference held a meeting in tho 
Methodist church last evening, Rov. E. 
Robsou in tho chair. After tho usual de- 
votional services, Rev. .J. \V. Wadiuun, of 
Victoria, gave an eloquent address. He 
considered preachers should have received 
an university training to citable thorn to 
hold up divine truth before all people 
with whom they came in contact 
and combat the scepticism that 
prevails at the present day. What 
influence can u minister have on 
U is hearers, he said, if he gives evi- 
dence of illiteruteiioss in his sermons. 
•Sumo might point to 1). L. Moody, Father 
Taylor, and others who, although they 
received no collegiate training, were suc- 
cessful teachers of divine truth, but we 
are not nil so richly gifted by nature an 
they wore. 

Rov. .). T. Bowell, of Maple Bay, said 
that divine inspiration was tlie highest 
form of education. A university training 
might, sharpen a man's wits, if he had any, 
but could not put brains in him. To lie a 
successful preacher a man must have 
jiower from the Holy Ghost 

Rov. W. H. Pierce, of Skccna River, 
thanked God that lie was called to do 
Christian work. Ho would rather be a 
missionary among his people than lie tile 
Emperor of Germany, lie made an eain- 
estjippeal to the meeting for money to 
raise the Indians out of their state of ig- 
norance. He said thousands of dollars 
were sent to help the heathen in Japan 
and the poor Indians at home were neg- 
lected. The speaker was very original 
and pathetic. 

A subscription was then made up, 
which amounted to tivo hundred dollars, 
for the purpose of establishing a training 
school for Indian boys at Fort Simpson. 
LATER, 

Westminster, May 11. — At the Con- 
ference mooting in the Methodist Church 
this evening, president Rev. E. Robsou in 
the chair, after prayers and singing a 
hymn, the chairman announced that in' 
tho course of the evening a resolution 
would be introduced to admit of two new 
members into tho conference. Ho stated 
that although they had no cast-iron rules 
to exclude a man or accept him, not re- 
ceiving a university course, they always 
made careful examination before receiving 
him, and candidates were required to give 
a brief account of their conversion to God, 
itnd many who received n collegiate train- 
ing wero unfit for the Christian ministry. 
Geo. Franklin Hopkins of Queen Char- 
lotte island, and Dennis .Jennings of Port 
Essington, on being introduced gave their 
experience, after which the secretary of 
the conference, Rev. J. Hall, moved a 
resolution that these bo received in full 
connection with the conference of the 
Mothodist Church of British Columbia. 
Rev. Mr, Starr seconded the resolution, 
and gave a very able and instructive ad- 
dress. Rev. E. Robson then addressed 
the new members, charging them in a 
very instructive manner as to their duties 
as minisers of the Gospel.

CAPITAL NOTES. 



POiNDERlNUS. 



To the Editor — There was a time, pos- 
sibly not very long ago, when tho natural 
man and almost equally natural animals 
(say of British Columbia) struggled for the 
mastery. 

Tho natural man came oil' best; the ani- 
mals becanio tributary to him. As man is 
the greatest enemy of man, so when ho 
hud un opportunity he treated other 
natural men like tho animals. 

Man took possession of the country— 
the survival of the fittest. 

The country is ours. Tho law must be 
obeyed mid order preserved. 

Not many years ago these natural men 
wero discovered by a more advanced peo- 
ple, who being very adventurous, woro 
decking no wcountriesand other ad vantages, 
and subsequently the Nor'-wcst passage. 

These adventurous people found 
that the natural man had articles of value, 
chiolly furs — tho skins of the animals. 
Trade and. commercial intercourse conse- 
quently ensued, a language being made 
for the purpose. By these means the 
natural man became in a measure tamed 
and industrious. The adventurous took 
possession of tho country and in process 
of time it bocaniu tho possession of the 
crown of Great Britain. 

The British leased tho country and the 
land became the home of traders, chiefly 
in furs, scattered in small ntnnbors at 
various places or posts suitable for their 
purpose. These few people held and pre- 
served the country for the British. 

In 1848, the Ashburton treaty defined 
which was British territory and which 
that of tho United States, apparently 
settled on account of priority of discovery. 
It appears then that the British occupy 
the country in the same manner as the 
natural men — by occupation and conquest, 
The survival of the fittest. 

In 1848, tho British government gave 
Vancouver island to tho British without 
reservation, save that due to loyalty 
and a nominal rental. 

In 18(10, the mainland was made a 
crown colony and the lands thrown open 
to colonization. Subsequently tho island 
and mainland wero consolidated, and in 
1870 tho whole became a part of Canada 
by tho act of confederation. When tho 
adventurers took possession of British 
Columbia the people were natural, i. c, 
barbarous. They were not asked whether 
they agreed to tho conquest or not. They, 
howevor, made no physical objection — 
indeed those who lived among and super- 
seded them were to them beuefical, It 
wits simply the survival of pushing on 
or struggling of the fittest. 

Of late a great deal 1ms been heard of 
tho acquisition of territories and countries 
or parts thereof by Germans, Dutch, 
British and French, and perhaps some 
other powers. What has of late been 
done by theso has been going on from 
time immemorial by others. Wherevor 
uncivilized people exist tho country in 
which they dwoll falls to more powerful 
and more advanced people. Of course 
tho [ilea is that it will be for their benefit 
and that of tho whole human race. What- 
ever the plea, it hooiiih in reality to be 
caused by an instinct or property existing 
in man, as well as animals, causing them 
to appropriate what they conveniently 
can and to keep it as long as possible, 
that ib to say, until a stronger power 
takes it away. This seems to bo it nntur 
al law. 

Observe the chick weed in the garden, 
how it spreads and spreads, smothering 
and killing all weaker plants in its pro- 
gress.

THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Kxtenslve Improvements Being Made and 
Uudur Coutemplatlon—A Wise Move. 

Since tho first of the year extensive 
improvements have been made in the two 
principal tiro engine houses, and the fire- 
wordens and chief engineer Deasy who 
laid tho plans and have commenced a 
work which will ultimately lead to our 
having ono of the most complete depart- 
ments on the coast. 

Tho house on Yates street has been 
renovated, new floors having been laid 
and the stalls for the horses re-construct- 
ed, the exits from which have been fitted 
with tho latost patents. They consist of 
chains, and at tho instant the bell taps, 
a wire is pulled, the chains fall and the 
horses are standing at tho engine ready 
to be hitched up. This occupies but a 
moinont and has proved most satisfactory. 
The engine now in use will be kept in 
this houso. The bell is still operated by 
tho old mothod of ropes, but it is pro- 
posed to attach an electric apparatus, 
similar to the one used on tho Tiger bell, 
shortly. Another improvement proposed, 
is to place at convenient points through- 
out the city alarm boxes, after the style 
of those used in all large cities. The ad- 
vantages to be gained by this method of 
alarm are many, the principal feature 
being the prevention of false alarms and 
the unnecessary calling out of the men. 
It may bo some time before this idea is 
carried out, but tho sooner it is done «he 
better. 

Tho engine houso in the city hall build- 
ing, has also been improved, two stalls 
having been built. The hooks and lad- 
ders, and a new hose cart which is on the 
way from tho east, will bo kopt there. 
The old hook and ladder house will bo oc- 
cupied by tho lire escapes, a new and im- 
proved ono having been ordered. 

Tho plans drawn for the future will en- 
tail n large expenditure of money, but 
every dollar will bo spent for some good 
purpose, Victoria has become to a large 
city, and in consideration of the fact that 
valuable property can be saved and loss 
of timo prevented, the efforts of the lire 
wardens to secure the latest improved ap- 
paratus are most praiseworthy.

London, May 11. -In the House of 
Lords to-night Viscount tlurdingo asked 
tho government us to the truth of the re- 
ports that England is defenceless, that 
her guns are the worst in tho world, and 
that many of her ships and ports are un- 
armed. 

The Duke of Cambridge denied that the 
country was in imminent danger. The 
sensational article in the press purporting 
to have emanated from tho highest 
authority had not emanated from him. 

Lord Salisbury said the government 
must observe the utmost reticence in such 
matters. Nothing could be moro insane 
than to explain to the world England's 
strength ami the nature of the precautions 
she was taking. The fact was there had 
been a considerable increase of prepara- 
tions in recent years Since 1844 the 
army had been increased from LSI, 217 
men of all arms to 212,470. Lord Salis- 
bury strongly condemned Lord Wolseley's 
recent speech at a bunquot. Lord 
W'olseley ought to have spoken in parlia- 
ment where his statements could have 
been answered and refuted. Tho tone of 
a panic, which pervaded tho language 
used outside of parliament, was not 
shared by the government, which was 
fully conscious that to disregard the de- 
fences of England in the present state of 
tho world, would be a very grave derelic- 
tion of duty. 

Lord Salisbury's speech in the House 
of Lords to-night created a great sensa- 
tion in political and military circles. The 
Premier's attack upon General Wolseley 
was wholly unexpected and the opinion is 
that the latter will resign his position in 
the army after replying to Lord Salisbury. 
'Phe liberals are inclined to support Lord 
Wolseley's position, which as a matter of 
tact is supported by all the military mem- 
bers of the commons of whatever party. 

At a sitting of a select committee of the 
commons, on the army estimates to-day, 
Lord Randolph Churchill presiding, Gen- 
eral Nichollson, who prepared the esti- 
mates, admitted that it would require 
£000,000 to place the barrack establish- 
ments on a proper footing, but knowing 
that that sum would not he granted he 
had asked for only £200,000; this 
sum, however. Stanhope, secretary for 
the war department, had cut down to

It is asserted by the tories that during 
the recent trip to Italy and Germany, 
the friendly ties of England, Germany and 
Austria became very much strengthened. 
Prince Bismarck, it is alleged, fourod 
Gladstone might return to power und 
therefore hesitated about cementing an 
Alliance with England until tho Queen 
assured him that such an event was alto- 
gether beyond the range of possibility. 
If it is true that the Queen made such a 
statement, it is quite evident that a tory 
defeat would moan something more than 
a mere parliamentary choice. 

Morals, Not Politics. 

DUBLIN, May 11. — Archbishop Walsh 
in a letter to the Freeman's Journal 
says: "The papal rescript docides the 
question of morals, not politics. If 
doubts and controversies ariso concern- 
ing its meaning the bishops or tho Vatican 
will explain, The Irish may rest assured 
that neither tho national government nor 
the league are in the least injuriously 
Affected." Ho denies tho truth of the 
statements about his own actions and 
confabs in Rome.

Marshall Atkins, of Sealing Fame, Arrives from 
Sitka Yi'storday— An Interesting 
Interview. 

Marshall Atkins, of Sitka, arrived down 
from Nanaimo yesterday afternoon, whore 
he left tho steamer Geo. W. Elder. 

A Colonist representative interviewed 
the marshal! shortly after his arrival, and 
was not a little surprised when he learned 
that Fuller, the murderer of Archbishop 
Seghers, is on board the steamer. On be- 
ing asked what he intended to do with 
the murderer, marshal! Atkins said ho in- 
tends, as soon as possible, to convey him 
to McNeill's Island, where he will prob- 
ably pass his term of imprisonment. 
Throe other prisoners are also on the 
steamer; they aro Indians. ( too, named 
Jim, was convicted of murder and sen- 
tenced to ninety-nine years imprison- 
ment. The marshn.il related a very 
funny anecdote in connection with 
the trial of this Indian. When 
the term of his sentence was an- 
nounced to him he slid, through the in- 
terpreter, that the sentence was all right, 
but wanted to know if tho courts desired 
him to live that long. The other Indians 
wero convicted and sentenced as follows: 
Tom, perjury, five years; John, for 
rescuing Tom, six yours.

"Have you had any trouble with Kel- 
ler since he was sentenced, Mr. Atkins V 
asked the reporter. 

"Not tho slightest," replied the mar- 
shal. "Ho is one of the quietest prison- 
ers 1 over had under my control; and I 
might also add that he is one of the most 
peculiar. He stands about six foot two 
inches high, and is very slim. He is of a 
jiious nature and is what 1 would call a 
religiousei auk, somethingafler the Guiteau 
stylo. He fully realizes the position in 
which he has placed himself, hut com- 
forts himself with the belief that the 
Lord bade him to commit the deed. 1 
have in my possession the gun that killed 
tho Archbishop, hut 1 have often thought 
that some of his friends might 
desiro to have it, and 1 will 
forward it to any one of the clergymen 
at tho Palace who will write to me at 
Sitka. I shall return there on the 4th of 
June. It is a line Winchester and will no 
doubt serve to remind those who secure it 
of the sad fate of the late lamented Arch- 
bishop. I will lot no one outside of the 
clergy have it." 

THE SEALERS. 
"What do you propose to do regarding 
our sealers entering Bohriiig's Sea this 
year \" was asked. 

"I shall use the same methods as those 
adopted last year," was the reply. "I 
understand that several of the British sealers 
have signified their intention of entering, 
but I am of the opinion that they will steer 
lour of those waters, and I might say that 
thoy will profit by doing so. Tho revenue 
cutters Bear, Thetis and Dolphin have 
been commissioned to cruise about in 
search of intruders and those who go into 
the soa will surely ho nabbed." 

"Do you not think that some settle- 
ment will be arrived at before long ?'' 

"There is no settlement to be made. 
The clause in the act referring to this 
matter has nothing whatever to do with 
the British or Canadian governments, and 
it can only bo changed by the supremo 
court of tho United States or congress, 
and it is no ubo, in my opinion, for your 
sealers to expect that congress is going to 
change it, just now at least, and it is my 
place to warn them from entering tho 
Bohring's Sea, because 1 must do my 
duty if they trespass. 1 am going to 
Port Townsond in the morning and 1 de- 
sire to contract with some tug owner to 
have tho four condemned soaling schoon- 
ers, the Ada, Grace, Dolphin and Anna 
Beck, now at Sitka, towed to that port, 
where they will be sold on arrival."

We 
fool assured, therefore, that the advent of 
a federal revenue outlet- in these walciB 
will be hailed with satisfaction by the 
legitimate trader, the miner, the settler, 
the lumberman and, perhaps most of all, 
by the Christian missionary who has some- 
times been driven to the verge of despair 
by tho India:: whisky seller. It is, there 
fore, with in • o than ordinary satisfaction 
that we congi. i ttlhite tho public and both 
governments upon what we presume may 
bo accepted as the consummation uf n 
long-looked for desideratum. 



THE BEHRIN&'S SEA CORRESPON- 
DENCE. 

In view of tho correspondence with 
reference to the Behring's Sea dilliculty 
which appeared in this paper yesterday 
morning, the action of the Dominion gov- 
ernment in making a speedy and strong 
protest will bo seen to have been all that 
could have been desired. Tho facts as ad- 
duced in tho lettur of Sir Henry Holland 
to Lord Lansdowno in September of last 
year,' with tho accompanying despatch of 
the Marquis of Salisbury to Sir Lionel 
Sackvillo-West, and our Governor-Qener- 
al's reply to Sir Henry, place the matter 
in such a light as to lead to no other con- 
clusion th_n that our government wore 
fully aware of the responsibilities attached 
to them, and of the grave nature of the 
outrages that had been perpetrated upon 
British subjects in tho peaceful conduct of 
their ordinary avocations. The despatch 
of Lord Salisbury to our minister at 
Washington contains a remarkably concise 
review of tho historical incidents connect- 
ed with international rights in Behnng's 
Sea, and a most explicit resume of the 
negotiations with the American Govern- 
ment throughout the whole affair. 
Nothing could be more forcible 
than Lord Lansdowne's statement of the 
esse, and in dwelling, as he did, on the 
extent of the hardships involved by the 
crews and owners of the seizod sealers by 
the action of the United States Govern': 
nient he placed immediately under the 
eye of Downing Street the gross injustice 
which had been done a large portion of 
our people. In advising that, in view of 
the approach of another fishing season, 
no declaration had boeu made by the 
United States authorities as to the policy 
which the latter intend to adopt Her 
Majesty's representative in Canada would 
Beem to have fulfilled his whole duty. If 
through the locfcee of the Imperial Gov- 
ernment any difficulty should occur on the 
high seas, or such another indignity be 
offered our vessels as has been done Ln the 
past, no blame can be attached to the De- 
partment of Marino and Fisheries which 
has presented our case in a markedly able 
manner. Doubtless .much of the vigor 
which the Government manifested 
in this matter was duo to the 
exertions of our representatives, who 
have toiled early and late in the interests 
of their constituents. The carefully pre- 
pared and eloquently delivered speeches 
of Messrs. Baker and Prior on the floors 
of the House of Commons have been re- 
produced from Hansard in these columns; 
they could not very well have been ex- 
celled. We have every belief that, in duo 
time, the rights of our sealers, which 
have been so foully abused by the Alas- 
kan authorities, will bo adjusted on such 
a basis as will prove satisfactory to all 
parties. hi that event the Canadian 
Government will deserve the thanks of 
our people, while tho representatives of 
Victoria and Vancouver districts may well 
go back to their constituents fooling that 
they have done their all in a mattor of 
so vital a nature to British Columbia, in 
general, and Vancouver Island in par- 
ticular.

THE FEDERAL CKUISKR. 

The action of the Dominion Govern- 
ment in placing a revenuo cutter in the 
waters which wash the seaboard of this 
Province is untitled to more than a passing 
notice. It will be remembered that this 
is one of tho subjects which tho Hon. Mr. 
Robson strenuously urged upon the atten- 
tion of tho federal government whon at 
Ottawa, last autumn, and in reporting the 
result of his mission, the lion, gentleman 
stated that although not absolutely pro- 
mised, the proposition was favorably en- 
tertained. It is well known that for many 
years our Indians who have annually re- 
sorted to Paget Sound for the purpose of 
engaging in hop-picking, have been in the 
habit of investing the bulk of their earn- 
ings in American Roods, largely in whisky. 
Those goods they have, of course, smug- 
gled into the Province, thus not only de- 
frauding the rovonue, but, what is pert 
Imps, of greater importance, debauching 
und demoralizing the Indians along 
the coast. Commencing in a small way, 
this illicit trade has attained considerable 
proportions, and thus have our own 
merchants been placed at a serious dis- 
advantage as regards thu coast trade, 
Not only so, but tho Indian trade in the 
yilest kind uf intoxicant* has tended to 



The New Brunswick liquor license law, 
adopted only tins year, is one of tho stern- 
est of license acts. Among the provisions 
which are now in the regulation of the 
traffic in that quarter is one declaring il 
illegal for a licensee to receive anything 
but money in payment for liquor, and this 
he may not receive in advance; nor shall 
lie purchase wearing apparel, tools, im- 
plements of husbandry or trade, fishing 
gear, household goods or furniture, the 
compensation for which is intoxicating 
liquor, under a penalty of $-0 and resti- 
tution of the property. For harboring a 
policeman or constable, or supplying him 
with liquor when on duty, the fine is $50. 
For selling to a person under 21 years 
there is a tine of 820. There is a penalty 
for supplying liquor in club, society or as- 
sociation by members, where the club or 
society is unlicensed; penalty §50 and 
confiscat ion of the goods. Tho other pro- 
visions are of the same rigid type, the 
Crooks act of Ontario having practically 
been adopted by the New Brunswick leg- 
islature. 

Tut examination of the medium known 
as Mine. Dis Debar has come to an end 
the reverse of spiritual. It was found, 
while sho was before the judge, that tho 
spirits are, to say the least, not very 
choice in their company. It came out in 
tho evidence that the medium had no 
legal right to the name of Dis Debar. The

Speakino at a mooting of the Halifax 
branch of the Imperial Federation league, 
His Grace Archbishop O'Brien said 
that his sympathies had been with the 
movement from the beginning. In Hali- 
fax wo Move slowly but surely, and the 
time will soon come when wo shall show 
that we have been alive. Sentiment is 
an excellent thing, but there is something 
more in Iinporial federation than senti- 
ment — that is utility. The movement 
cannot succeed without sentiment. But 
that is not enough. Sentiment und 
utility combined will ensure success. Pre 
vious speakers had referred to tho impetus 
given to the idea by sentiment. But a 
still greater impetus will be given to it by 
the utility of closer trade relations and 
increased postal and transportation facili- 
ties. The empire is ninde up of various 
nations and peoples, and wo must rpcog 
nizo the nobility of all. The grandeur of 
this imperial sentiment, added to tin- 
great utility of the movement, will ensure 
its success. His Grace said ho would do 
all in his power to forward tho movement. 
The -initial stages of movements did not 
depend for success upon large numbers. 
It was often better that it should be 
shaped and guided by a few. We should 
in t be discouraged by a comparatively 
small attendance. When the scheme was 
prepared and ready for the people, then 
the people would enthusiastically parti- 
cipate in its discussion and settlement.

Au Interesting Budget of News From 
the Federal!. ; L 

Batten McCarthy'! Great 8pcech— Incidents of 
the Budget — Who Will Succeed Judge 
Henry? — Our Disavowed Acts — Senator 
Alexander'* Strange Conduct.- -Notes. 



IFrom our Own Correspondent.) , , , 
Ottawa, May 5.— -It is definitely aottl- 
ed that the last official act of tho present 
Governor-General shall bo tho prorogation 
of parliament. It is folt that it would bo 
u courteous act on tho part of parliament 
to terminate its labors Wore Lord Luns- 
downo leaves in order to allow him tho 
opportunity of bidding a formal good-bye 
to the pooplo of Canada generally through 
the niediumof the speech from the throne, 
and ail the date of Lord and Lady Lw.s- . 
ilowne J sailing has Leon lixed ■ for May 
24th, 'of necessity prorogation must take 
place two or three days earlier. Tho de- 
parture of Their Excellencies will be made 
the occasion of grand farewell demonstra 
tions here and at Montreal and Quebec. 
RECIPROCITY WITH TUB MOTHER COUNTRY. 

Mr. Dalton McCarthy delivered a re- 
markable speech tho other day on Mr. 
Marshall's motion in favor of Canada. 
Ho had given noticu of tho following 
motion: — "That it would bo in the best 
interest of the Dominion that such changes 
should besought for in the trade relations 
between tho United Kingdom and Can- 
ada as would give to Canada advantages 
in the markets of the Mother country not 
allowed to foreign states, Canada being 
willing for such privileges to discriminate 
in her markets in favor of Great Britain 
and Ireland, duo regard being had to the 
policy adopted in i87-'J for the purpose of 
fostering the various interests and indus- 
tries of the Dominion and to the financial 
necessities of the Dominion." As there 
was no prospect of the motion being 
reached this session, Mr, McCarthy seized 
the tirst opportunity to present his views 
on the question. Ho believed that if the 
policy outlined in his resolution were con- 
curred in it woidd bo the means of afford 
ing our farmers a splendid market. It 
wss absurd to talk of obtaining a better 
market for our farmers in tho States, 
inasmuch as the States exported the very 
class of goods of which wo had a surplus. 
Tho great bulk of our trade was with the 
Motherland. It might be stated that if 
we were to adopt any such policy as this 
the United States would bo more hostile 
in her tariff towards us, but he did not 
believe she could injure Canadian 
interests more than alio had already done. 
A higher duty would not prevent Ameri- 
can brewers from buying our barley, be- 
cause they could not produce the kind of 
barley they wanted. England imported 
barley from Russia; why could she not 
import it from Canada? The States 
taxed our horses piotty heavily already — 
could they tax them more) tie might be 
told that there was little prospect of any 
political party in England taking up this 
question, but in view of tho recent mani- 
festation in favor of Fair Trade at the 
Bristol convention, he believed the time 
was not far distant when a political party 
in England would be prepared to take up 
the question. 

THE BUDGET. 

Mr. McLelan delivered a capital speech 
«n the . budget on Tuesday. During the 
course of his speech Sir Richard Cart- 
wright had claimed he was now a man of 
extraordinary ability, and tho Postmaster^ 
General, naturally enough, expressed re- 
gret that the ex-linance minister had not 
shown a larger measure of those qualities 
when he was finance minister. The 
speech was .a vigorous one and will go a 
long way to enhance Mr. McLelan's repu- 
tation as a good debater. There were 
only two other speeches in the debate 
after Mr. McLelan — Paterson, of Brant, 
who is as. noisy as he is wild in exertion - 
and the redoubtable H. H. Cook. The 
latter is most reckless in his choice of ar- 
gument or language, and his outrageous 
utterances — although probably within 
parliamentary bounds — created a perfect 
pandemonium in the chamber for about 
an hour. The division on Sir Richard 
Cartwright's amendment took place when 
Mr. Cook had concluded, with tho result 
that the government was sustained by a 
majority of 51. 

THE DEATH OF JUDGE HENRY. 

The ' old fathers of confederation are 
dropping off one by ono. Judge. Henry, 
of the" supreme court, is the lat- 
est. Any one conversant at all 
with the political history of Canada for 
the last twenty years, and who, for a few 
moments, carefully scrutinizes the his- 
torical painting now hanging in the read- 
ing room of the house of commons, can- 
not but recognize tho gaps which have 
taken place in the ranks of our public men 
since the conferences of 1804. The laic 
judge was a prominent advocate in bis im- 
tivo province (Nova Scotia) of confedera- 
tion, and for a number of years took con- 
siderable part in provincial affairs. After 
confederation ho made several attempts 
to enter parliament, but without success. 
He was appointed a puisne judge of the 
supreme court when the court was or- 
ganized in 1870. His remains were taken 
to Nova Scotia for interment.

Tho Son- 
ate sat with closed doors all Thursday 
afternoon discussiing Alexander's conduct.

Alex- 
ander, Senator, from Woodstock, in using 
tho servants of this ll*uso in distributing 
within its walls a document containing 
libollous and defamatory charges against 
tho Ron! tho Speaker and another htm. 
member of the llou.se, and in using the 
franking privilege enjoyed by hint as a 
Senator in disseminating the same docu- 
ments through tho country is a flagrant 
breach of privilogo, and deserves the 
severest con sure. 

THE C.P.B. TERMINI'S. 

Soma of the holders of the C.P.R. 
bonds are understood to bo offering ob- 
jection to the new arrangement with the 
company under which tho monopoly is to 
be surrendered. It appears that when 
tho subject was first under consideration 
it was proposed to pledge the postal sub 
sidies as security to the government 
for its guarantee of interest oil the 
fifteen millions .of dollars. But it 
wns discovered that these earnings were 
already pledged to the bind holders. For 
this reason tho proposal of tho Minister 
of Railways in his report to the Privy 
Council to take the subsidies as security 
had to be abandoned. Under the new 
plan tho lands are taken as security for 
tho principal, but it is understood that 
objection is offered to this proposal by the 
existing bondholders on the ground 
that it reduces their security.

This is a strange political doctrine for a 
Liberal party to lay down, for in its ranks 
independence of mind should bo tho last 
thing for which a man should be con- 
demned. It may not, however, bo a mat- 
ter of surprise when one considers that 
narrowness and stupidity have been for 
long the leading characteristics of the 
Canadian opposition.
